PBOPOSITION. 


Washington, May 29.— The depart- 


ment of state has been informed re- 
liably that the Chinese government 
has issued a decree agreeing to pay 
Sin indemnity of 450,000,000 teals, 
equivalent to about $337,000,000 at 
the present rate of exchange. It is 
kiiown now that the whole subject of 
indemnity will be closed up before the 
end of the present mouth. If that is 
not done and evacuation is not under 
way on a large scale, then the Chi- 
nese government must be assessed 
$1,000,000 each day after June 1st 
next to compensate the powers for 
the maintenance of their military 
forces in China. 


Under this whip the Chinese gov- 


ernment has been forced to yield* It 
is not known that the powers have 
agreed on the form and extent of 
guarantee, but now that the amount 
of indemnity is fixed not much diffi- 
culty is expected on this score.

Having dispensed with our military 
force in China, the United 'States is 
not concerned in the personality of 
the military chief.

solely to the United States minister 
or charge. 


In the event of common peril the 


several legation guards may unite 
for the common defense, in which 
case thftjr may select their own leader, 
as they did during their defense of 
the legntioners last year.

Francis Michler, military secretary to 
Lieutenant General Miles, died at his 
residence in this city at an early hour 
today, after a protracted illness. 


Colonel Michler was a graduate of 


West Point, being appointed from 
Pennsylvania in 1866. He had been 


ailing forborne thr.c with Bright's 
disease and just two months ago was 
Compelled to take to his bed. Since 
ast Tuesday it was recognized that 
lie attack would prove fatal. 


About noon yesterday he lapsed in- 


to unconsciousness and remained in 
;hat state up to the time of his death* 


General Miles was greatly attached 


a the officer and was with him daily 
during his illness. 
Last night the 


jeneral remained at the bedside of 
;he dying man until a late hour. 


Mrs. Michler and her mother were 


at the bedside when the end came. 


General Miles arrived at the house 


at 8 o'clock this morning. He was 
deeply affected at the loss of his chief 
aid and close Associate,

Inasmuch as Secretary IKoot, be- 


ing authorized by President Tflte- 
Kinley, says that the Platt law lias 
for its object the guaranteeing of 
the independence of Cuba land does 
not mean interference with its gov- 
ernment or the exercise of a pro- 
tectorate or of sovereignty, aaid also 
that intervention will only take 
plaice when independence is endan- 
gered by outside powers or grave 
interior disturbances, creating1 an- 
archy; and inasmuch as Secretary 
Boot has said that the naval sta- 
tions will not be used for vantage 
points of intervention, but only to 
protect Cuba against foreign pow- 
ers, we report as follows: 


That in view of the fact that the 


Platt law in Us preamble says it is 
a fulfillment 'of the joint resolution 
and has been^adopted by congress 
with the principal object of estab- 
lishing independence, we do pro- 
pose to the convention to accept the 
following as an appendix to the 
constitution: 
1. That the government of iCuba 
shall never enter into any treaty or 
other compact with any foreign 
power or powers or obtain by colo- 
nisation or for military or naval 
purposes or otherwise lodgment in 
or control over any portion of said 
island.

States in Cuba during its military

5. That the government of Cuba 


will execute, and as far as neces- 
sary extend, the plans already de* 
vise or other plans to be onutually 
agreed upon, for the sanitation of 
the cities- of the island, to the end 
that a recurrence of epidemic may 
be prevented, thereby assuring pro- 
tection to the people and commerce 
of Oii/ba, as well as to the 
coin- 


meice of the southern, ports of the 
United States and the people re- 
siding thexein. 


6. That the Isle of Pines shall 


be omitted from the proposed con- 
stitutional boundaries of Cuba, the 
title theieto being left to future 
adjustment by treaty.

SHORT WORK DAY DEMANDED 


DIFFICULTY 
LIKELY 
TO

MR. RAMSEY RECEIVES CALL 


VA1H>EEBILTS OFFER HIM PRES- 


IDENCY OF CENTRAL, 


At 9 o'clock this morning forty- 


five or fifty machinists and appren- 
tices walked out of the Bass shops 
because demands made upon tlie firm 
were not complied -with, and if the 
matter is aot settled by 0 o'clock 
this evening possibly an equal num- 
ber of mechanics employed in the 
unlght gang*' will refuse to work 
also. 


As in the Waibash strike, the tmen 


engaged in this one will not talk foi 
publication. 
In a canvass of the 


field not one was found who would 
say anything at all concerning the 
matter. 
The officials at the workb 


ore also reluctant to talk of the diffi- 
culty, believing- that it will be ad- 
justed today or tomorrow and the 
men return to their respective duties. 
Mr. Bass had left the works when 
the reporter called there and could 
not "be found. One of the officials, 
however, explained the situation as 
follows: 


Two weeks ago the 
machinists 


asked for a nine-hour work day and 
an increase in wages to cover the 
hour dropped from the working- time. 
They also asked for time and a hall 
for all work performed after or be- 
fore the regular 
working 
hours. 


Mr. Bass agreed to an increase in 
wages, but refused the nine-tour day 
and over-time, explaining that it is 
impossible to run the shop in that 
manner because they employ a night 
and day shift. 
It is necessary for 


the men engaged upon a piece of ma- 
chinery to meet and instruct each 
other upon the w^rk, and this they 
could not do if there was an interval 
of an hour or two between the quit- 
ting time of one shift and the be- 
ginning time of another. 
Then it 


was propo&sd by the men that they 
have time and a half for (Saturday 
afternoon, which the company re- 
fused to grant, 
The night

work thirteen hours five nig-hts* in 
the week and rest from Saturday to 
Monday night, 
There are one 03 


two other minor matters which can 
be adjusted, but the main difference 
is. the short-day and the over-time 
question. The committee again pre- 
sented the matter this morning at tht 
mail} office, but Mr. Bass had not ar- 
lived there yet and Mr. 
Pickard 


would not act in his absence. 
Then 


the men quit work. 


This is the situation as explained 


by one of the 
officials, 
The saonc 


gentleman was of the opinion that a 
conference between Mr* Bass and^the 
men would result in straightening 
the matter out and it is hoped to 
bring- about a conference this after- 
noon. 
The increase in wages pro- 


posed -by the firm is not quite up to 
the figure asked by the men, an of 
ficial said, but the firm has advanced 
wages1 several times during the past 
five or six 'months, 
he said, and 


taken, as a whole the advance already 
made and the one proposed would 
equal that demanded. This- is the 
first strike that has -occurred at the 
Bass works, which were established 
in 1852.

AGREES TO AMOUNT AND CON- 


DITIONS OF INDEMNITY. 


WAS HURRIED BY A THREAT 


ALLIES PROMISED TO PILE UP 


THE EXPENSE. 


ALL TROOPS ARE TO LEAVE 


POWERS AGREE TO QERMANY'S 


PROPOSITION. 


•Washington, May 29.—The depart- 


ment of state has been informed re- 
liably that the Chinese government 
lias issued a decree agreeing to pay 
tin indemnity of 450,000,000 teals, 
equivalent to about §337,000,000 at 
the present1 rate of exchange. It is 
known now that the -whole subject of 
indemnity will be closed up before the 
end of the present month. If tha't is 
not done and evacuation is not under 
way on a Jorge scale, then the Chi- 
nese government. must be assessed 
If 1,000,000 each day after June 1st' 
next to compensate the powers for 
the maintenance of their military 
forces in China. 


Under this whip the Chinese gov- 


ernment has been forced to yield. It 
is not known that the powers have 
agreed on the form and extent of 
guarantee, but now that the amount 
of indemnity is fixed not much diffi- 
culty is expected on this score.

Field Marshal Count Von Waldersee 
in the supreme command at Pekin. 
Having dispensed with our military 
force in China, the United States is 
not concerned in the personality of 
the military chief. 


Our legation guard will not owe al- 


legiance or obedience to any foreign 
commander, but will bo answerable 
solely to the United States minister 
or charge. 


In the event of common peril the 


several legation guards may unite 
for the common defense, in which 
case they may select their own leader, 
as they did during their defense of 
the legationers last year. 


POWERS ACCEPT IT. 


Berlin, May 29.—The correspondent 


of the Associated Press learns au- 
thoritatively that all the powers have 
reported that Germany's proposition 
to withdraw Field Marslial Count Von 
Waldersee from China and surrender 
the chief command is acceptable. 
In 


accepting the proposition the United 
States expressed satisfaction at the 
extremely tactful and Skillful man- 
ner in -which Count Von Waldersee 
discharged his most difficult ditties 
and at his great courtesy toward 
American officers. 
The others, espe- 


cially Great "Britain, have expressed 
themselves similarly. 


In German circles the British prop- 


osition that China.pay the indemnity 
by issuing bonds, making the inter- 
est and sinking fund payments year- 
ly thereon, is now regarded as certain 
of being accepted. 
Perhaps the ac- 


ceptance will he unanimous.

A BOAT THAT IS NO MORE 


A TON OR TWO OF DYNAMITE 


LET GO IN HER HOLD. 


Two Men Killed and a 'River Vessel 


Splintered by a Fearful Ex- 


plosion a1. Night. 


Booneville, Mo., 'May 29.—By the 


explosion of "i,000 detonating caps, 
which set off 2.100 pounds of dyna- 
mite and 100 kegs of powder, the 
100-ton freight boat Laurine, plying 
•between this city and Rocheport, on 
the (Missouri river, 
was blown to 


pieces last night. Considerable dam- 
age was done to property for a mile 
around. 
Two laborers 
who were 


aboard the boat are missing. They 
arc 'Burt Criupc, Osceola, Mo., and 
•Stephen Wilson (colored), Dennison, 
Texas. 


The Laurine was tho .property of 


the Rocheport Ferry and Packet com- 
pany and was -about ready to leave 
her dock -with a cargo of explosives 
for use in building a railroad below 
the town, -when the accident occurred. 


The boat was propelled >by a gaso- 


line engine. When a match was ap- 
plied to the generator the gasoline 
took fire. Captain Farris and the 
crew immediately vacated and warn- 
ed all persons 
near-toy. 
The fire 


spread rapidly to the supply tanks of 
gasoline and a second explosion oc- 
curred. 


This evidently set off the explo- 


sives on board, and with a report that 
wns heard miles away, the boat was 
blown to atoms. 


Ths ferry boat Joseph L. Stephens, 


lying 500 yards above, was consid- 
erably damaged, the woodwork of 
the upper deck and pilot house being 
torn away. 
Those aboard the ferry 


escaped. 


Three 
residences, 
belonging to 


Joseph Sheerer, Mrs, Sallle H. John-

wrecked.

principles. 
Senator 


Fairbanks is undoubtedly from al- 
most any point of view the strongest 
candidate the republicans can name 
in 1904. 
With the danger of Tlnn- 


na'a candidacy a definite matter the 
favorable prospect of Senator Fair- 
banks' boom gaining strength and 
favor 
v/ill be looked upon 
with 


equanimity by more than republicans.

The majority report as adopted is 


ns follows: 


Inasmuch ns Secretary (Root, be- 


ing authorized by President Mc- 
Kinley, s.iys that the Platt law has 
for its object the guaranteeing of 
the independence of Cuba and does 
not mean interference with its gov- 
ernment or the exercise of a pro- 
tectorate or of sovereignty, and also ; 
that intervention will only take 
plaice when independence is endan- 
gered by outside powers or grave 
interior disturbances, creating an- 
archy; and inasmuch as Secretary: 
Root has said that the naval sta- 
tions will not be used for vantage 
points of intervention, but only to 
protect Cuba against foreign pow- 
ers, we report as follows: 


That in view of the fact that the 


Platt law in Us preamble says it is 
a fulfillment 'of the joint resolution 
and has been,adopted by congress 
with the principal object of estab- 
lishing independence, we do pro- 
pose to the convention to accept the 
following as an appendix to the 
constitution: 
I. That the government of Cuba 
shall never enter into any treaty or 
other compact with any foreign 
power or powers or obtain by colo- 
nization or for military or naval 
purposes or otherwise lodgment in 
or control over any portion of said 
island.

3. That the government of Cuba 


consents Hint the ' United

for the preservation of;Cuban in- 
dependence1, the maintenance of a 
government adequate for the pro- 
tection of life, property £nd indi- 
vidual liberty, and for discharging 
the obligations 
with 
respect to 


Cuba imposed by th'e 
treaty of 


Paris on the United States, now to 
be assumed and undertaken by the 
government of Cuba. 


It being understood 
that 
the 


United States have, the right tot 
intervene to prevent the action of a 
foreign 
power 
or 
'disturbances 


causing; a statfe of anarchy, and 
that the intervention, always shall 
be the act of the United States and 
not of isolated agents. The inter- 
vention shall suppose neither sov- 
ereignty nor protectorate and shall 
only last sufficiently long to estab- 
lish normal conditions.

shall not give the light to interfere 
in the government, but only the 
right to preserve independence.

That all acts of the United 


States in Cuba during its military 
occupancy thereof are ratified and 
validated and ail lawful rights ac- 
quired thereunder shall be main- 
tained and protected. 


PROVIDES FOR SANITATION". 


5. That the government of Cuba 


will execute, and as far as nuces- 
sary extend, the plans already de- 
vise or other plans to be ouutually 
agreed upon, for the sanitation of 
the cities of the island, to the end 
that a recurrence of epidemic may 
be prevented, thereby assuring pro- 
tection to the people and commerce 
of Cuba, as well as to the com- 
merce of the southern ports of the 
United States and the people re- 
siding therein. 


6. That the Isle c-f Pines shall 


be. omitted from the proposed con- 
stitutional boundaries of Cuba, tile 
title thereto being left to future 
adjustment by treaty.

7. To enable the "United States to 


maintain the independence of Cuba 
and to protct the people thereof, 
as well as for its own defense, the 
government of Cuba will sell or 
lease to the United States lands 
necessary for coaling or naval sta- 
tions at certain specified points, to 
be agreed upon with the president 
of the United States. 


It shall be understood that the 


naval stations do .not

United States the ri^hi'to interfere 
with the interior government, but 
are established for the sole pur-

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GOVERNMENT WINS 


Supreme Court Decides Insular 


Cases-Vital Ruling in the 


Downes Case. 


F0RAKER ACT CONSTITUTIONAL 


Washington, May 27.—The United 


States supreme court today handed 
down opinions 
covering all of the 


issues on the new insular possessions 
which have been in controversy. 


Although several-of the decisions 


upheld -the contestants 
on certain 


issues raised, yet in the most im- 
portant decision, that 
of Downes 


against -Bidwell, Justice Brown an- 
nounced the sweeping decision of the 
court upholding the general attitude 
and policy of the government up to 
the present time. 


The effect of this decision is 
to 


affirm the 
constitutionality of the 


Fovaker act and.to give congress 
•power, to deal with a newly acquired 
territory in such 'manner as the legis- 
lative branch may .consider suitable 
for the new territory. 


The decision r.lso has the effect of 


- declaring that the new insular pos- 
sessions do not by 
virtue 
of the 


treaty of cession acquire all 
the 


privileges and rights of the constitu- 
tion." 


Justice McKenna delivered the dis- 


seii'fcing opinion of the court in the in- 
sular cases. - He was. joined in that 
opinion by Justices Shiras and >Wihite. 
Justice Gray also dissented from the 
majority opinion in the Delima case. 


THE RIGHT TO GOVSRN. 


Justice Brown saitd that whether 


the sugars imported from, or into 
Porto Rico was dutiable depends upon 
whether Porto Rico is a foreign coun- 
try. 
He. held that the right -to ac- 


quire territory involved the right to 
govern and control it by congress, 
but he said th'at a country could not 
be both foreign and domestic. 
The 


opinion was opposed to the contention 
of the government. 
He concluded j 


that at the time the duties were col- , 
lected Pji-to Rico was not a foreign , 
country, but a territory of the United ; 
States. 


THE CONCLUSION. 


Justice Brown concluded as follows: 
"If tan a'ct of congress ibe necessary 


to convert a -foreign country into do- 
mestic territory, ithe question at-once 
suggests itself, -what is the 'character 
of the legislation demanded for this 
purpose? Will an act appropriating 
money for its purchase be sufficient? 
Apparently not. 
Will at 'act appro- 


priating the duties collected upon im- 
ports to and from such country for 
the benefit of its government be .suf- 
ficient? Apparently not. 


"Will acts making appropriations 


for its postal service, for the estab- 
lishrnent.of lighthouses, for the main- 
tenance of quarantine stations., for 
electing public buildings, h'ave that 
effect? 
"Will an act establishing « 


•complete local government, but with 
the reservation of a right to collect 
duties upon commerce be adequate 
for that purpose? 
None of these, 


nor all together, will be sufficient, if 
the contention of 'the government be 
sound, since acts-embracing all these 
provisions have been passed in con- 
nection with Porto Rico, and it is in- 
sisted that it is still a foreign country 
within the meaning of the tariff laws. 


"We are unable to acquiesce in this 


assumption, that, a territory may 'be 


' 
at'the same .time both foreign and 
domestic. 
'"We are, therefore, of the opinion 
tliat at ifche time these duties were 
levied Porto Rico was not a foreigi 
country within the meaning of th. 
tariff laws, 'but a territory- of the 
United States; that the duties wer 
illegally exacted and that the plain 
tiffs are 'entitled to recover them 


^ JUDGMENT IS -REVERSED. 
"The judgment of the circuit cour 


Of the southern district of New 
is therefore, reversed and the cas 
remanded to that -court for furthe 
proceedings in consonance with tin 
opinion." 


In 'the course of his reasoning o 


the manner of 
the acquisition 


Porto Bico Justice Brown held tha 
congress has authority to control sue 
territory. 


"Indeed it is," he said, "scarcely 


much to say that there hns not bee 


ft session of congress since the ten 


tory of Louisiana was purchased that 
they had not einvoted legislation based 
upon the assumed authority to gov- 
ern and control the territory." 


FROM NECESSITIES. 


"It is an authority which arises not 


necessarily from the territorial clause 
of the constitution but from the ne- 
cessities of the case and from the in- 
ability cf the states to ac't upon the 
subject. 
Under 'this power congTess 


may-deal-with territory acquired by 
treaty; may administer its govern- 
ment as it -does that of the District of 
Columbia; It may organise a local1 
territorial government; it may admit 
it as a state uipon equality with other 
states; it may sell its public bwnings 
to individual citizens or may donate 
them as homesteads to actual settlers. 


SUBJECT TO CONGRESS. 


"In short, when once acquired by 


treaty it belongs to the United States 
and is subject to the disposition of 
congress. 


"Territory thus acquired can re- 


main a foreign country under the 
tariff laws only upon 
one of two 


theories: 
Either 
that 
the 
woVd 


'foreign* applies to such countries as 
w.ere foreign at the time the statute 
was enacted, notwithstanding any 
subsequent change in their condition 
or that they remain foreign under the 
tariff laws until congress has form- 
ally embraced them within the cus- 
toms union of the states. 


"The first theory is obviously un- 


tenable. While a statute is presumed 
to speak from the time of its enact- 
ment, it embraces all such persons 
or things as subsequently fall with- 
in its scope, and ceases to apply to 
such as thereafter fall without its 
scope. 


"The theory that a country remains 


foreign with respect to the tariff laws 
until congress has acted by embrac- 


g it within the customs union, pre- 
pposes that a country may be do- 
estic for one purpose and foreign 
r another. It may undoubtedly be- 
me necessary for the adequate fld- 
inistratlon of domestic territory to 
ass a special act providing the proper 
achinery and officers as the presi- 
nt would have no authority excep 
nder the war power, to administer it 
mself; but no act is necessary to 
ake it domestic territory if once it 
as .been ceded to the .United States. 
'We express no. opinion as to 
hether congress is bound to appro- 
riate the money to pay .for it. This 
icory also presupposes that territory 
ay be held indefinitely by the 
nited States; that it may be treated 
n every particular except for tariff 
urposes, as domestic territory; that 
aws may be enacted and enforced by 
fficers of the United States sent 
here for that purpose. 


M'KENNA'S DISSENT. 


Washington, May 27.—Justice Mc- 


treaty and before the passage of the 
Porto Rican act, and in the Crossman 
case duty on liquor imported into 
Hawaii after annexation, but before 
the taking effect of the act provid- 
ing a government for Hawaii, the 
court reversed the judgments below, 
for the reasons cited in the DeLima 
case, holding the levy of duties was 
unconstitutional. 


THE DOOLEY CASE. 


Justice Brown also announced the 


opinion of the .court in Dooley vs. 
the United States, 
involving 
the 


validity of a duty levied on goods 
imported into Porto Rico from the 
United States between the date of 
military occupation and the taking 
effect of the Porto Rico tariff 
act. 


The court held that there could be 
no doubt of the validity of the duties 
levied by virtue of General Miles* 
order prior, to the ratification of the 
treaty of peace. It placed this rig-ht 
on the ground of military necessity. 


With reference 
to duties 
levied 


after ratification of the peace treatyj 
the court said a different rule ap- 
plied and it held these duties in- 
valid. 


Justices Gray, Shiras, 
McKenna 


and White dissented, the latter de- 
ivering the opinion.

A FIGHT OF FAITH 


ELOQUENT MEMORIAL SERMON 


BY REV. J. W. BAILEY. 


RECALLED VETERANS' VALOR 


MAGNIFICENT TRIBUTE TO THE 


AMERICAN SOLDIER. 


LEAVES A GLORIOUS LEGACY 


PASTOR POINTS OUT THE NEEDS 


OF TODAY. 


To an immense congregation, com- 


bining alike the war-scarred aud 
gray-haired 
veterans 
of 1861-65, 


with their wives and 
daughters, 


younger veterans of the later con- 
flict with Spain, Sons of Veterans, the 
various ladies' auxiliary organiza- 
tions and patriotic citizens unat- 
tached to any of these organizations. 
Rev. J. Webster Bailey, at Plymouth 
church Sunday morning, delivered 
the annual memorial sermon. It was 
a masterful effort, thrilling with a 
patriotism that found a responsive 
sentiment in the hearts of its hearers 


Rev. Bailey's text was "Fight the 


Good Fight of Faith/' found in 'I 
Timothy, 6:12, and after citing the 
fact, that the United States was 
country on. which the sun never sots, 
be said in part: 


"This is a country over which the 


stars and stripes, emblem of liberty, 
are floating this morning, with none 
to molest or make us afraid. For- 
eigners 
have 
sometimes 
accused 


Americans of being1 over-proud of 
their country. But when the youth 
of today remembers all that has been 
paid in the past to purchase the safe- 
ty and peace which he enjoys, he im 
mediately forgives himself for a pric 
which -may appear to some boastful. 


"No forefathers have had thei 


deeds recounted like our forefathers 
Look with a jealous eye on any at- 
tempt to omit one line from that his 
tory. 
Let our children forget th

SUPREME COUET DECISION. 


The supreme court has sustained 


the policy of the McKinley adminis- 
tration, which lias proceeded on the 
claim that territory of the United 
States may be governed outside the 
constitution. 


The decision declaims that the con- 


stitution does not extend ex propria 


;ore— that is by its inherent force 


—to territory of the United States, 
and that it lies with congress to de- 
termine the status -of any such terri- 
tory and whether the constitution or 
any part of the constitution shall ap- 
ply. 


Porto JRico, Hawaii and Philippines 


can. be held ns so much territory 
owned by the United States but not 
a part of tlie United States and they 
may be or may never be brought 
Titliin the reach of the constitution. 
Congress has the power to determine 
that. 


Congress can govern such territoiy 


as it sees fit. The Philippines may 
be ruled as an imperial satrapy, with 
an imperator or cliief ruler by any 
oLher name and no end of powers to 
administer the laws. 


The long- and short and tlie begin- 


ning and the end of the decision is 
that the United 'States is not exceed- 
ing constitutional limitations by en- 
tering upon a colonial policy pursued 
outside the srope of the constitution. 


The difference of tha several su- 


preme justices upon! tlie various 
points involved is confusing- to the 
lay mind and even expert and learned 
legal lights confess k& being some- 
what befogged. 
Those who believe 


the safer 'course for this republic lies 
n. sticking to the constitutional chart 
so long followed find satisfacti'oit in 
the fact that the supreme court was 
divided on the main question at issue

The im- 
mediate issue of the mandate in the 
Nurdstrom case coming from 
the 


federal court of Washington also was 
ordered.

"The court decides that the Fora- 


ker act is constitutional, that this 
country has the legal right to gov- 
ern its new possessions as territories, 
to make special laws for them and 
to tax their products. 


"This has been the contention of 


the administration 
from the very 


start. It was the principal issue in 
the last campaign for president. Cur 
Porto Bican legislation was selectee 
by Mr. Bryan as the main point o-J 
attack in his' -Indianapolis -speech. 
The decision puts a quietus upon that 
sort of thing and takes the matter 
out of politics for all time. 


"This decision is final. There can 


be no appeal. The decision will no 
hurt Porto Bican trade in the least.'

Mr. Lochner was born in Bavaria,

INVISIBLE SCALES. 


The wii'li of this sermon is to em- 


^Jiasize the invisible—to show that 
there are other balances besides those 
made of brass, and -platinum, and 
filuminum, and set in earthly store- 
houses; that the spiiit is the most 
important part of us; that the scales 
which -weigh your body are not as 
important as the scales which weig'h 
your soul. 
Depend not too mudh. for 


happiness upon the visible. Pyrrhus 
was king: a^iA had larg-et dominions, 
but was : determined 
to make war 


-.gainst the Romans, nnd Cineas, the 
friend of the king-, said to him, "Sir, 
when you have conquered them all 
what .will you 
do next?" 
"Then 


Sicily is near at liand and easy to 
master." "And what wheu you have 
conquered Sicily?" 
Then 
we will 


pass over to Africa and take Carth- 
j'g-e, which cannot long1 withstand 
usP" ""When these are couauered, 
what will you next attempt?" "Then 
we will fall in upon 
Greece 
and 


Macedonia and recover what we have 
lost there." "Well, 
when all are 


r.ubdued what fruit do you espect 
from all your victories?" 
"Then," 


said the king, ''we will Eit down and 
enjoy ourselves." "Sir," said Cineas, 
•(may we not do it now? Have you 
not already a kingdom of your own? 
And he that cannoit enjoy himself 
with a kingdom 
cannot with the 


•7hole world." I say to you who love 
the Lord, Vhe king-dom is within you; 
make more of the invisible conquests. 
Study a peace which the world has 
no bushel to measure, no steelyards 
to weig-h. 
As far as 
possi-bile we 


should make our balances like to the 
divine "balances. 


By joint resolution of congress in 


1836 the treasurer of the 
United 


States was ordrred to send a complete 
y-et of the standard of weights 
and 


measures adopted by the 
national 


government to the governors of all 
ihe states, so that there might bs 
uniformity and accuracy, and that 
distribution was made. So, now, the 
Ruler of earth and h5aven (having 
•stablished forever the right stand- 
ard, ssnds to us and to all people a 
copy of that standard—the standard 
by which "The Lord weigheth the 
spirits." 


What a world this will be -when 


it is weighed after its regenerations 
shall have taken place. Scientists 
now guess at the number of tons our 
world weighs, and they put the Ap- 
ennines 
and 
the 
Sierra Nevadas 


and Chimborazo and the Himalayas 
in the scales, "but if weig-hed as to 
its morals at the present time, in 
*he royal balance the heaviest things 
would be the wars, the international 
hatreds, the crimes mountain high, 
the moral disasters that stagger the 
hemispheres on 
their way through 


immensity. 
But when 
the Gospel 


has gardenized the earth, as it will 
yet gardenize it, and the atmosphere 
•shall be universal balm, and the soil 
will produce universal harvest nnd 
fruitage, and the last cavalry horse 
shall be unsaddled, and the last gun 
carriage 
un wheeled, 
and the last 


fortress turned into n museum 
to 


show nations in peace what a horrid 
thing war. once was, then the world 
will be weighed, and as the opposite 
side of the scales lifts as though it 
was light as a feather, the right side 
nf the scales will come down, weigh- 
ing more than all e'lse, 
those tre- 


mendous values that St. Peter enuni- 
er.ntrd—faith, 
virtue, 
knowledge, 


temperance, 
patience, 
godliness, 


brotherly kindness, charity.

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FUTURE OF THE INDIAN 


THE OUTLOOK IS BABK AND DISCOURAGING FOB THE 


AMEBICAN TEIBES. 


An Indian agent has opportunities by walls of hewed rock and lived i 


either for sacrificing the Indians t 
his interests or of sacrificing his owi 
profit and pleasure to the welfare o 
the red man. An agent of the latte 
.class recently visited the City 
Mexico, unofficially, for the purpos 
of making some investigations re 
lating to the land titles of the Kick 
•apoo tribe, which occupies a reserva 
tlon under the Mexican government 
The agent, in speaking of his jour 
ney to the land of the Montezumas 
said: 


i;I was in the City of Mexico fo 


about two weeks and had an oppor 
tunity to learn a good deal about the 
descendants of the 
Aztecs. Tim- 


ore thousands of full-blooded Aztec 
Indians yet in the republic of Mexico 
and their condition is not as good as 
that of the negro slaves in this coun- 
try before the civil war. The mil- 
lions of Indian population in Mexico 
are In a condition of beggary anc 
moral degradation deserving the at- 
tention of all who are interested in 
the original inhabitants of this con- 
tinent. The Indians in the United 
States are a mere 'drop in the bucket' 
compared to the number in Mexico. 


"The matter of greatest interest I 


learned in relation to the Kickapoo 
tribe is that twenty-five years ago 
there were hut 175 of the tribe in the 
republic, of Mexico, and that Janu- 
ary 1, 1899, they had increased to 
363, while the 400 Kickapoos who 
were removed by the military from 
Mexico to the United States twenty- 
five years ago have now diminished 
to 199 individuals.

They knew the place, they said, when 
they came upon it in some remote 
wilds, because of the remains of the 
cut stone houses, the fields inclosed 
by granite walls, and they recited 
ninny other details which tallied 
with the description given them, by 
heir brothers. So far as known the 
ocality in Guatemala in which the 
.Igonquins made the discovery has 


never been visited -by a white man. 


CHURCH EUNS A WOODYABD. 


"It cannot be denied that, after an 


expenditure by our 
government of 


more than $150,000 in an endeavo 
to civilize them, the North Ameri- 
can Indians who have been allotted 
lands in severalty, -with the sur- 
rounding lands open to white settle- 
ment, will within a very limited 
time become extinct, either by ab- 
sorption or by the terrible death rate 
caused by their constant aggrava- 
tion by the white population sur- 
rounding them. 
While, as an In- 


dian agent I have used 'and still use 
the best energy of my life to carry 
ou£'-the policy of this government 
toward the' Indians, the only reward 
and promise that is now visible for 
my efforts is the gradual extinction 
of the beings I am trying1 to benefit, 
and. in the light of my six years' 
experience I must say frankly that 
unless the Indians can be located in 
some remote region where they can. 
live apart from the white man, the 
entire race in North America will 
become in a few years hence practi- 
cally extinct. As evidence of this 
assertion I cite the fact before re- 
ferred to concerning the history of 
the Kickapoos in Mexico and the 
United States," 


It is learned from authentic sources 


that the present condition of many 
Indian tribes in this country is truly 
pitiable. The Mohawks, for instance, 
who inhabit the Colorado Biver res- 
ervation, are entirely dependent on 
the annual overflow of the'river and 
the efficiency of 'their irrigation sys- 
tem for the success of their crops. 
It lately happened that the river 
failed to make its annual overflow 
and 
the 
experimental 
irrigation 


pumps erected some years ago broke 
down, resulting in the ruin of all 
unmatured crops, and 
leaving the 


Indians without opportunity for self- 
support on the reservation. As the 
agent is. only furnished rations to 
supply one-third of the population, 
many of the Indians were compelled 
to leave the reservation 
to escape 


starvation. A recent report from the 
Port Apache agency was to the effect 
that the Indians of that locality were 
in -a starving condition. It appears 
that this state of affairs was brought 
about through the destruction of the 
crops' by floods and a failure on the 
part of the Indians to secure as large 
a wood contract as usual from Fort 
Apache military post. 


Teachers in Indian 
schools are 


said to be experiencing- great diffi- 
culty in persuading their pupils to 
become educated. 
The intelligence 


of many of the tribes is said to be 
of a high order, but the educational 
system 
employed in government 


schools is reported to be antagonistic 
to -the Indian nature. 


The agent above referred to tells 


an: interesting story which he heard 
during his southern trip. It appears 
that between the Nardarko and Al- 
gonquin tribes, albeit they inhabit 
the same strip of, country extending 
from the Bio Grande along the north 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico to the 
mouth of the Mississippi, there ex- 
ists a marked difference in personal 
appearance, 
language, 
habits and 


traditions. The intercourse between 
the two tribes Is, nevertheless, very 
close and friendly. 


The Nardarkos claim 
that they 


come from the south and that their 
home at some remote period was de 


by a mighty convulsion of

TRAINING THE PUPPY. :

Forest and Stream has given some 
ise talk to boys ia regard to bring- 
.g- up dogs from puppyhood and 
urning them into good citizens of 
he canine world. The writer says: 


'There are two or three things 
hi oh you must try to remember in 
nnection with the little animal for 
hich you have taken responsibility, 
''You must remember, in the first 
ace, that it is like any other young 
eature, .full of spirits, 
thinking 


,ly about itself, and determined to 


do those things which seem pleasant 
to it. i Your business is to undertake 
its education. You must begin by 
making it fond of you, and that 
means that you must treat it kindly, 
play with it more or less, 
feed 
it 


yourself, and, in short, cause it to 
look to you for all the things that 
make its life pleasant. 


"Very patiently, very firmly, you 


must nstruct it, little by little, in 
good manners. 
You must teach it 


that some things may be done and 
that other things are not permitted. 


"You must remember that this li-t- 


tle animal has no knowledge of the 
English language, 
and that your 


words, in a new command, are mean- 
ingless sounds. One of your first 
duties is, therefore, to teach it what 
these" sounds are intended to convey, 
and the lesson is effectual only by 
enforcing obedience to the command 
as soon as it is uttered. Thus, if you 
are teaching the puppy to charge, 
which means to lie down, whenever 
you use the word place your hands 
in him and gently force him to the 
ground, his legs all under him and 
his head flat between his paws, but 
do not be in haste about it. You may 
easily confuse and bewilder a puppy 
and it is much better to let his edu- 
cation- to proceed 
slowly than to 


make him suffer from unreasonable 
demands. 


"One 
reason why boys, and men 


also, lose patience with the dogs they 
are training is that 'they forget how 
hard it is for the dog to understand 
what they mean. Sometimes it does 
lappen that a dog is headstrong and 
obdurate. But this is very rarely 
true of a puppy. If 
he fails to 


mind,' the failure is good evidence 
that he is not yet familiar with the 
•higlish • language."

In excuse or ex- 
planation of such acquisitiveness he 
can plead his eyes.

rubies, 
faceted

through every one of the 
fa"cets. 


Thus Master Fly sees before, he- 
hind, around himself at the same 
time. Naturally, it is confusing to 
the sense of property and proportion, 
moral and material, to be thus many 
visioned. These eyes, out of all pro- 
portion to the insect's size, are rur- 
ther so mounted they can be pushed 
a little out of socket, when occasion 
arises. 
They are so 
big-, indeed 


and take up so much, of the head 
one may well wonder where -a'fiy 
packs away his very-fceeji and de- 
cided sense of smell. 


Flies are quickly drawn by scents 


imperceptible to human nostrils. 
Still they do not feed | wholly by 
scent. Their feeding is • throughout 
a curious process, often involving 
something wihich looks like reason- 
iing power. If a fly lights upon 
something moist and Jiig-h flavored 
he at once begins to suck it. But if 
in' crawling or flying he finds some- 
thing dry, which he yet fancies, ne 
stops stock still, sets his bill down 
upon it and forces through the bill 
a drop of liquid, some thing like 
saliva. After a little, when the 
liquid has moistened what it fell on, 
he begins feeding. It is the marks 
left by this manner of feeding which 
constitute a large part of the fiy- 
specks good housekeepers so loafriie. 


A fly has an air pump in each foot,, 


with a hollow running down the leg 
to it, through which air goes In or 
out. Thus he walks as he liststli. 
overhead or down. He has no vol^e 


greatly diminished. But where there 
Is much pasturing- such prevention 
is impossible. The pests must hwe 
a strong bump of locality. In a 
drive of a few miles across summer 
roads little used one may cross fUree 
or four fly-infected belts, with as 
many clean ones in between.

HONEY FROM STING/LESS BEES. 


A Barbados correspondent .says 


that W. K. Morrison, the bee expert 
attached to the imperial department 
of the West Indies-, has recently dis- 
covered several colonies of stingless 
bees in the island of Monserrat. He 
s now trying what can be done by 
he use of modern hives to improve 
heir honey-producing capabilities. 
Modern apiarists are of opinion that 
hey can make the honey l»ee con- 
orm to almost any conditions, so 
hat Mr. Morrison's experiments will 
e watched with some interest. The

It is now a leper colony, th 


only institution of its kind in th 
United States. 


Arrangements were made in 189 


for the removal of the band 01 leper 
hitherto confined in a pest .house 01 
the outskirts of New Orleans to th 
old and long deserted mansion in 
Iberville parish. Late on the nigh 
of November 30 the melancholy pro 
cession moved out from the pes 
house and climbed into covered 
wagons, which were driven to the 
river front, where a barge, towed by 
a tug, was awaiting them. In the 
morning they were safely lodged in 
their new quarters, and there began 
for them an easier and pleasanter 
life than they had known since the 
relentless law had shut them off from 
their fellow men. 


• The leper settlement is inclosed by 
a high board fence, outside of which 
none of the lepers are ever allowed; 
not even after death, for they are 
buried in their own little cemetery in 
the southeast corney of the inclosure. 
About fifteen acres are inclosed. On 
three sides of this is thick forest: on 
the fourth -the river. The two long- 
rows of cottages that were once slave 
quarters have been repaired and are 
now the homes of the lepers. 
The 


men occupy one row'and the women 
the other. 
On the men's side is a 


vegetable garden that the able 'bodied 
among tlhem work. On the women's 
side is a flower, garden that occupies 
much of their time. One of the cot- 
tages on the women's side is used as 
a chapel. 
The dining room is the 


half of a raised cottage that crosses 
the inclosing fence. OTie.half of this 
house without the inclosure is used 
by Father Claffey, the priest now 
ministering at the institution. 


When the new site was decided 


upon the Sisters of Charity were 
asked to take charge of it. 
The 


mother superior of the organization 
asked for volunteers, for she would 
send no others on such a mission. 
Some said they would go anywhere 
they were sent, but would never vol- 
unteer for this fearful work. 
Four 


gave up their lives to the care of the 
lepers. To this number a Miss 
Dehan, not a sister, added her serv- 
ices. 
Several priests have been as- 


signed to serve for short periods. As 
yet none hav,* contracted the disease. 
They live apart from the lepers en- 
tirely and when waiting upon them 
or caring for them they wear gloves. 


The identity of those confined at 


the institution is maintained a pro- 
found secret and .few outsiders are 
allowed to enter the place. The most 
tragic cases at the institution are two 
young girls, both of them beautiful, 
cultured and members of prominent 
Louisiana families. Not a mark lias 
yet appeared upon the face of either 
—but .they wear gloves, always. 
When the writer visited the inclosure 
;uese girls were sitting- in the garden 
reading- to several children nnd old 
men. 
A sister introduced the writer 


to the girls without mentioning their 
names. Both talked cheerfully and 
.Tithout reference to their terrible 
fate. Their cases are, of course, hope- 
,ess. 


Life in the settlement is by no 


means as terrible for the most of the 
lepers as one might suppose. Many 
of them are perfectly nble to do a 
good day's work, .but no labor is re- 
quired of them. Wihat work they do 
is done of their own free will. Many 
of them take a great pride in their 
gardens. For recreation the liveliest 
of them play croquet and even lawn 
tennis; while those who are partly 


his way to the Sandwich Islands, 
where there was more scope for those 
of his affliction, 


This institution ia not the first 


leper colony in this country; it ias 
had two predecessors, both in the 
same state, 'l-here has been leprosy 
in Louisiana 
since 
the Spanish- 


regime. It was brought over to tha 
province from the West Indies; and 
by 1786 the leprous beggars in the 
streets of New Orleans had become so 
numerous that the authorities had to 
establish a home and isolate them. 
The home was erected on Metarie 
ridge, a high atrip of land surround- 
ed by swamps, just west of the city. 
It lasted fifteen years, until the pa- 
tieuts disappeared, either by death or 
escape. 
"Leper land," as the spot 


was called, remained a wild looking 
place until 1805, when a band of 
itinerant Indians pitched their tents 
upon it »aud tore down the rattletrap 
building for firewood. 


Believed of this constant reminder 


of the disease, and (hearing and see- 
ing little of it, the public..grew 
apathetic to or forgot the danger. 
So, on to 1S7S, the disease smoul- 
dered in hiddea quarters.. In this . 
time eighty cases were admitted to 
the Charity hospital in New Orleans. 
The board of health began a canvass 
to ascertain the exact number there 
were in the state, with a view to rec- 
ommending to the legislature that 
they be again isolated. 


After two years the board succeed- 


ed in having the cases then under its 
surveillance consigned to a building 
n the suburbs. A number of cases 
developing in the proximity of this 
Lome was the cause of the state es- 
ablishing. another apart from all 
tabitation.

Within a few minutes Wol- 


doa discovered the bear in, a. thick 
clump of hemlock- saplings near n 
small stream. 
A single shot ended 


its life. 


It was declared .to be the largest 


bear ever seen in. this neigborhood. 
The bodies of the children, which pre- 
sented a sickening- sighit, were car- 
ried home in sacks. 
The parents of 


the children are almost crazed with 
grief, their bereavement leaving them 
childless.

Dr. Anjjagnenr, who is mayor of 


Lyons, France, as well as a professor 
in a college, has issued a drastic or- 
der prohibiting the establishment of 
all new public houses 
within 
~5D 


yards of a cemetery, school, church 
or other religious building. The rea- 
sons for this order he gives in these 
words: 


"When I was elected mayor o? 


Lyons I was struck by the great 
number of public houses in the town. 
There are no fewer than 5,600, and 
that means one for every 80 inhab- 
itants or for every three houses, and 
every day wu receive applications to 
be allowed to open more. 


"1 resolved to stop the growing 


wave of alcoholism, and I 
sought 


some means of preventing- the crea- 
tion of new public houses. I found 
it in the law of i860, which contains 
;m article stating ih substance that 
the mayor of a town, after consult- 
ing' the municipal council, can refuse 
to authorize the creation of public 
houses within 250 yards of religious 
edifices, schools and cemeteries. 


"\Ve have, as you know, recently 


voted the suppression of the octroi 
taxes aud their replacement by an 
increase in the cost of public house 
licenses. 


"In addition to preventing- the in- 


crease of new public houses we have 
found in the law of 38SO the means 
of compensating: to some extent the 
present proprietors of cafes and wine 
shops, for in prohibiting the opening 
of new houses we render their prop- 
erty more valuable. 


"In the decision which 1 have taken 


the members of the council are unan- 
imously with me. The measure has 
nothing to do with politics, but is 
issued entirely in the interest of the 
public health.

Migration of DnttcrflloH. 


One of the most beautiful sighti in 


lhe world is the annual migration of 
butterflies across the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama. 
Toward the end of June a few 


scattered specimens ore 
discovered 


flitting out to et'a, and as the days go 
hy the number increases, until about

MAYOR WARS ON ALCOHOL. 


CltleC Mug-titrate of I.jonm. Fi-nuet, 


Seeks to Curb Intemperance 


of HI* City. 


Dr. Angagneur, who is mayor of 


Lyons, France, as well as a professor 
in a college, lias issued a drastic or- 
der prohibiting- the establishment of 
all new public houses within :.'50 
yards of a cemetery, school, church 
or other religious building-. The rea- 
sons for this order he gives in these 
words: 


"When I was elected mayor 
ot 


Lyons I was struck by tlie great 
number of public houses in the town. 
There are no fewer than 5,600, and 
that means one for every 80 inhab- 
itants or for every three houses, and 
every day we receive applications to 
be allowed to open more. 


"i resolved to stop the growing 


wave of alcoholism, and I 
sought 


some means of preventing the crea- 
tion of new public houses. I found 
it, in the law of 1880, which contains 
an article stating Hi substance that 
lhe mayor of u town, after consult- 
ing the municipal council, can refuse 
to authorize the creation of public 
houses within 250 yards of religious 
edifices, schools and cemeteries. 


"We have, as you know, recently 


voted the suppression of the octroi 
taxes and their replacement by an 
increase in the cost of public house 
licenses. 


"In addition to preventing the in- 


crease of new public houses we have 
found in the law of 1880 the means 
of compensating to some extent the 
present proprietors of cafes and wine 
shops, for in prohibiting the opening 
of new houses we render their prop- 
erty more valuable. 


"Jn tin1 decision which I have taken 


the members of the council are unan- 
imously with me. Tlie measure lias 
nothing to do with politics, but is 
issued entirely in the interest of the 
public health.
